Document 1 (paragraphs [0047] - [0057] ) discloses a 
technique wherein the surface roughness of a textured 
glass substrate is measured by using atomic force 
micros copy. 



Document 2 (paragraph [0028]) discloses a technique 
wherein 30-um squares on the surface of a textured glass 
substrate are observed and average surface roughness and 
maximum surface roughness are found.
